Brief Ceremony is Held at One O’clock, Company 
B Having Received Orders to Depart 
Today—Short Speeches Are Made. 


TO LEAVE AT 4:30; FAREWELLS SAID 


Rush County said farewell to the boys of Company B today. 
Preparations were hastily made— orders were received yesterday to 
leave for Camp Shelby at Hattiesburg, Miss., at once— but they were as 
good as if they had been made weeks in advance; 
they gave expression 


to the emotions in everyone’s breast. 
The people were stirred and brought to a realization of the serious­ 
ness of war, but speakers at the brief ceremony held at the north entrance 
of the court house, expressed only words of good cheer and wished the 


men Godspeed. 
' 
On a few hours’ notice the committee of civilians did heroic work and 
by use of the telephone made it known in every part of Rush county that 
Company B was to depart this afternoon.' A fried chicken dinner was 
served at noon at the K. of P. hall and not only Company B, but the sani­ 
tary detachment and the newly commissioned officers from Fort Harrison 


were honored.

It was announced at the close of the ceremony at 1:30 that the special 
train which will carry Company B straight through to Hattiesburg would 


leave'the C. I. A W. station at 4:30 this afternoon. 
Many scenes that brought tears to the eye and stirred deep emotions 
were enacted hours before the time for the train to depart. Proud mothers 
strove vainlyM keep from giving vent to their feelings; they were by their 
son«* sides at every opportunity; they put little keepsakes In the pockets 
of their “boys;” they did everything they could to express what they did 


not feel like they could trust to spoken words.

The estim ated expense of operat­ 
ing the county government for the 
year 1918 is $217,599, according to 
figures compiled by the county com­ 
missioners to 
presented

county council at the annual Sep­ 
tember session when the tax levies 
for the year will be established. 


The largest single item in the ex­ 
pense list is gravel road bonds. 
The 
revenue necessary to take care of the 
gravel road bonds is $110,000. 
For 
the past several years, or since the 
good roads idea hit the county this 
has been the largest item of expense 
for the year. 
The estim ated expense 
for the repair of the gravel roads is 
$40,000. 
The estim ated items of expense as 
made by the commissioners follows:

The clerk 
and judge of the circuit court have 
not yet made their estim ates. 
L ast 
year the clerk’s estim ate was $2,785 
and the circuit court, $4,520. 
All of the township trustees have 
submitted their 
estim ates. 
They 
average about $250 each. 
When it is taken into considera­ 
tion th a t approxim ately $500,000 is 
collected annually in taxes, the ex 
pense of the county is not so heavy, 
as would be imagined.

Save The Gasoline 


On top of the appeal from 
the 
State Council of Defense calling on 
“joy-riders” to conserve the supply 
of gasoline, t'omes a statement trom 
Van H. Manning, director of the bu­ 
reau of mines, U. S. department of 
interior with 
an 
appeal of a like 
nature. 
He says that 
if the automobile 
owners of the country will stop un­ 
necessary and extravagant pleasure 
riding during the period of the war, 
there will be enough gasoline to take 
care of all war needs of the United 
States. 
He further declares that if 
the automobile 
owners and dealers 
in gasoline handle this most perfect 
of all fuels in a careful and econ­ 
omic manner, they can save enough 
more gasoline perhaps to care for 
the war needs of the allies. 


“A patriotic, thoughtful and un­ 
selfish 
response 
to these 
sugges 


off the gasoline at the tank. 
It is 
difficult to estimate 
the loss from 
this leakage, but it will be generally 
conceded that one half pint lost 
in 
such manner in a week by each car­ 
buretor is law. 
At this rate, how­ 
ever, a waste of 31,400 gallons per 
day is noted. 
In a motor, by judicious regula­ 
tion of the gasoline relative to the 
amount of air, greater 
power and 
economy of fuel can be obtained. If 
but one tenth of one per cent 
in­ 
crease in efficiency is obtained, 1,- 
370 gallons of gasoline will be saved 
each day. 
“This general 
warning does not 
mean that automobile owners should 
lay up their 
cars 
and it does not 
mean that 
anyone 
should change 
his mind about 
purchasing 
a car, 
but it does mean that everyone must 
be thoughtful and judicious in the 
use of them.

With the British Armies in the 
Field, July 10,

Mail)—Vimy 
Ridge is covered with flowers. A few 
weeks ago I watched this hill explode 
and blaze like the Day of Judgment 
while the Canadians with their a r­ 
tillery and mines turned it into a 
seething, boiling mound of fire. 
Today old lady Nature has com­ 
pleted her miracle. 
Vimy Ridge is 
green. 
Poppies, cowslips, cornflow­ 
ers, purple thistle-mops, daisies and 
belated 
speedwells dash 
the gory 
battlefield 
with color, 
while rank 
grass hides the smaller shell-craters. 
But one explanation is possible for 
this change, for all manner of vege­ 
tation and seed were burned to ashes 
and buried many feet deep in 
the 
mud during the storming of Vimy’s 
heights in April. Nature has worked 
some wonder as if ashamed of the 
ugly hill and wanted to cover it over 
and hide it out of sight. 
Vimy Ridge runs from just west of 
Lens almost due south towards A r­ 
ras. 
Notre 
Dame de 
Lorette is a 
great ridge running generally east 
and west, the eastern slopes ending 
west of Lens where Vimy begins. 
From the top of Notre Dame Lens 
can be plainly seen about four miles 
away. 
The whole flat plain to the 
north and northeast, is dominated by 
this great hill. It also dominates the 
south and west. 
Small wonder the 
two ridges were ordered by the Ger­ 
man high command to be held at all 
costs, for so long as they were held 
the British and French were power­ 
less from Arras to Ypres. 
So 
the 
French 
stormed 
Notre 
Dame and won it. 
The whole ridge 
was drenched in blood, the ground 
was shattered, 
and it seemed that 
this spot would ever be barren of the 
slightest growing thing. 
Today I found flowers everywhere. 
At times grass reached almost to my 
waist. 
I stumbled into abandoned 
trenches and comparatively recent 
shell holes now hidden under vegeta­ 
tion. Now and then one tripped over 
concealed entanglements of barbed 
wire, or kicked a skull accidentally 
with the toe of one’s boot or trod on 
some forgotten soldier’s pack or riflle 
or bayonet. Under rank growth of 
daisies one comes across strips of 
German 
uniforms 
with 
whitening 
bones lying about, and German boots 
with everything from the knee down 
still in them. Canteens, battered and 
pierced iron-ration tins; hand gren­ 
ades, shrapnel cases* cartridge clips, 
unexploded 
shells, all 
manner 
of 
equipment are still there—only they 
are now hidden 
under a tangle of 
wilct flowers.

Mail)—“ I^e 
Chemin des Dames,” the 
historic 
“Ladies Road,” is no longer a place 
for ladies. 


It is only a place for men—men 
who know how lo fight and die. The 
daily battles now raging along the 
Chemin des Dames ecpial in intensity 
and fierceness the historic combats 
of last year at Verdun. 
These Chemin des Dames attacks 
launched on a restricted front with 
all the concentrated resources that 
Germany has left for the purpose of 
retaking an observatory or obliter­ 
ating a salient lack none of the de­ 
termination and 
desperateness 
of 
the Verdun assaults. 
No war correspondent or civilian 
has ever set foot on Ladies’ Road 
since it was wrested from the Ger­ 
mans by the French. 
What takes 
place there can only be learned from 
the survivors who come back after 
a week’s defense of the road. 
The 
story of one is the story of all—dif­ 
fering only in detail and not in kind. 
The following is one of .the many 
thousands: 


“The batallions of chasseurs 
were to relieve had passed an agi­ 
tated period that included violent 
attacks by the Germans with ensu­ 
ing influx and reflux. 
“To reach our front lines we must 
cross the first and second lines of 
the famous Hindenburg position all 
of which in this locality has heen 
captured by us. 
Our artillery has 
completely demolished every bomb­ 
proof and shelter of the 
origina 
Hindenburg line, and for us it is a 
question of sleeping under the open 
ky and glimmering stars. 
“Our officers go forward to re- 
connoiter the ground. 
As the offic 
ers talk together a Boehe marmite 
falls. A lieutenant is killed and an­ 
other 
wounded. 
A little 
farther 
along, a 
rifle 
grenade 
mortally 
wounds another officer. 
“We take possession of our sec­ 
tor and work hard to render it im­ 
pregnable to a surprise attack. 
The 
Boches are only 50 yards away. 
At 
3:30 in the morning they attack. 
“ From our front line we can see 
their infantry. 
They are so close 
to their 
own barrage that at 
one 
moment they are obliged to fall back 
to keep from 
being massacred by 
their own shells. 
“We have orders 
to die on the spot before abandon­ 
ing our line. 
A hand to hand com­ 
bat is quickly engaged. 
“The Germans succeeded 
in get­ 
ting into our trenches. 
We do not 
have enough 
grenades to beat 
off 
their attacks. 
“But the waves 
which we drive 
back 
are 
quickly 
replaced 
with 
fresh troops 
and the hand-to-hand 
fighting continues.

were honored. 


It was announced at the close of the ceremony at 1:30 that the special 


train which will carry Company B straight through to Hattiesburg would 
leave-the C. I. & W. station at 4:30 this afternoon. 


Many scenes that brought tears to the eye and stirred deep emotions, 


were enacted hours before the time for the train to depart. Proud mothers 
strove WnlyJ&Jceep from giving vent to their feelings; they were by their 
sons' sides at every opportunity; they put little keepsakes In the pockets 
of their "boys;" they did everything they could to express what they did 
not feel like they could trust to spoken words. 


The Odd Fellows

there will 'be enough gasoline to take 
oai-e of all war needs of fhe United 
States. He further declares that if 
the automobile 
owners and dealers 


in gasoline handle this most perfect 
of all fuels in a careful and econ- 
omic manner, they can save enough 
more gasoline perhaps to care for 
the war needs of the allies. 


"A patriotic, thoughtful and un- 


selfish 
response 
to these 
sugges- 


tions," said Mr. Manning, "would at 
once 
solve 
one of the perplexing 


problems now before the war .mak- 
ing authorities. 
In order that the 


war may ibe carried on successfully, 
the army and navy will have to have 
immediately 
on hand enough gaso- 


line for the aeroplanes, trucks, au- 
tomobiles, 
tract oiis. 
and 
other 


machines. There must be no dilly- 
dallying about this supply of gaso- 
line and there won't be. It is es- 
timated that the army and navy will 
need for the year, 350 million gal- 
lons, and there are two ways of ob- 
taining it.

Chemin des Dames," the 
historic 


"Ladies Road," is no longer a place 
for ladies. 


It is only a place for men—men 


who know how to fight and die. The 
daily tonttlas now raging along the 
Chemin des Dames equal iu intensity 
and fierceness the historic combats 
of last year at Verdun. 


These Chemin des Dames attacks 


launched on a restricted front with 
all the concentrated resources that 
Germany ha.s left for the purpose of 
retaking an observatory or obliter- 
ating a salient lack none of the de- 
termination and 
desperateness 
of 


the Verdun .assaults. 


No war correspondent or civilian 


has ever set foot on Ladies' Road 
since it was wrested from the Ger- 
mans by the French. 
What takes 


place there can only be learned from 
the survivors who come back after 
a week's defense of the road. 
The 


story of one is the story of all—dif- 
fering only in de'tail and not in kind. 
The following is one of .the many 
thousands: 


"The batallions of chasseurs we 


were to relieve had passed an agi- 
tated period that included violent 
attacks .by the Germans with ensu- 
ing influx and reflux. 


"To reach our front lines we must 


cross the first and second lines of 
the famous Jiindenuurg- position all 
of which in this locality has been 
captured by us. 
Our artillery has 


completely demolished every bomb- 
proof and shelter of the 
original 


Hinden'burg line, and for us it is a 
question of sleeping under the open 
sky and glimmering stars. 


'Our officers go forward to re- 


connoiter the ground. As the offic- 
ers talk toge'ther a Boche marmite 
falls. A lieutenant is killed and an- 
other 
wounded. 
A little 
farther 


along, 'a. 
rifle 
grenade 
mortally 


wounds another officer. 


"We take possession of our sec- 


tor and work hard to render it im- 
pregnable to a surprise attack. The 
Boches are only 50 yards away. At 
3:30 in the morning >they attack. 


"From our front line we can see 


their infantry. 
They are so close 


to their own barrage that at 
one 


moment they are obliged to fall back 
to keep from ''being massacred by 
their own shells. 
"We have orders 


to die on the spot before abandon- 
ing our line. A hand to hand com- 
bat is quickly engaged. 


"The Germans succeeded in get- 


ting into our trenches. 
We do not 


have enough grenades to beat off 
their attacks. 


"But the waves 
which we drive

quickly replaced 
with 


fresh .troops and the hand-to-hand 
fighting continues.
